now try to put the responsibility 
for the president’s death on the 
American Communists and on 
members of the ‘Fair Play For 
Cuba’ organization.”

LONDON (AP) - The Commu- 
nists aren’t the only ones in 
Europe _ raising questions about 
the killing of Lee H. Oswald. 
Anti-Communist papers in West- 
ern Europe also voiced suspicions 
about the slaying of the man ac- 
cused of President Kennedy’s 
assassination. Unlike Communist 
propagandists, however, they did 
not attempt to pin the killings on 
a plot by right-wing extremists. 

Criticism of the Dallas Police | 
also was widespread. 

Vienna’s Independent Neues 
Oesterreich said: 

“Oswald can no longer talk, 
even if he wanted to, even if he 
was forced to. Was this the pur- 
pose of his death? 

“Who was the brains behind 
the deed of Jack Ruby, the so- 
called revenge-taker? It is not 
very probable that this man did 
what he did for the sole purpose 
of saving Mrs. Kennedy from ap- 
pearing in court to testify against 
the murderer of her husband.” 

“Is Oswald’s shooting political 
or emotional?” Belgium’s Chris- 
tian Democrat la Cite wrote. 
“Was it ordered by a political 
group or a criminal organization? 
Did someone want to silence Os- 
wald, who could be nothing else 
than a hired killer?” 

London's conservative Daily 
Telegraph said the killing of Os- 
wald “opened the door to every 
sort of rumor and insinuation that , 
evil men can invent to serve 
their own ends.” 

II Giorno of Milan criticized 
the Dallas police, who it said 
“showed themselves to the world 
in a tragic-comic sketch ... and 


I Delo said “the indisputable evi- 
dence police claim to be in pos- 
session of as to Oswald's guilt — 
which by the way is far from 
being indisputable — was made 
known only now when Oswald is 
no longer able to defend him - 
self.” 

Yugoslavia’s biggest news- 
paper, Politika, called for the 
truth behind the assassinations 
and asked: 

“Are the political murders in 
Texas the result of broad prepa- 
rations of the evil powers of re- 


| actionary forces?” 

Because Ruby is a Jew, some 
Arab newspapers in Syria and 
Lebanon charged or implied that 
Zionists were to blame for Ken- 
nedy’s assassination. 

A1 Siassa of 'Beftut said inter- 
national Zionism 'had opposed 
Kennedy when he “stood against 
the halting of U.S. aid to the Unit- 
ed Arab Republic and when the 
U.S. backed the United Nations 
resolution supporting the right of 
Palestine refugees to compensa- 
tion and repatriation.”
